This has not been done 
without assuming a sizable bonded indebtedness. The present 
schedule of indebtedness of 1964.65 reads as follows:

If a school system with little money is to make needed 
physical improvements in buildings and equipment, a long 
range plan is needed beause we cannot aifford any expensive 
mistakes. This is the reason that state approval is needed for 
remainder. Our local district does not pro, vide enough money 
interferes with Local control, for i would remind you that our 
all steps that are taken o ’ d this is curtainly good and in no way 
schools are operated on a partnership basis with the state pro. 
vidi.ng aoout 78 of the money and the local district the re. 
to make the needed improvements in equipment and buildings 
only on a long range basis, so therefore, we must mlave as we 
can for certainly we respect the desires of the taxpayers. 

And now for a look into the future, to evaluate when 
new buildings can be constructed and to eneumerete some pf 
of the needs of the school district in terms of equipment. 

To be sure we were moving in the right direction, the 
Hazand Board of Education requested the State Department of 
Education to sond a team here to make a school facilities survey 
This team visited with us during the summer and after making 
an extensive survey and gathering data, visited all thi buildings 
and became thoroughly acquainted with our problems and the 
location of our student population. The completed document 
will probably be ready in January and will make recommenda- 
tions which will project our need for and use of buildings for 
the next twenty.five to fifty years. 

It is my feeling in talking to this team in a final conference 
that some of their recommendations will be as follows: (all 

contigent on when money becomes available and the status of 
pupil (population at that future date). 

(1) Replacement of the Hazard High Sahool Building. 

<2> Renovation or replacement of the Lothair Elementary 
School, depending on pupil population at that future 
time 

(3) Building four rooms at the Eversole School that were 
not built because of lack of money at the time of con. 
st ruction. 

Those will not be all their recommendations, but by far the 
most expensive and hardest to do. 

Let us take a leak al when we might possibly move into 
accomplishing these recommendations. As 1 have told you pre- 
viously, we r : w have a bonded debt, voted and revenue of 
$868,000 If we maintain the present tax structure, and state 
aid, and bound by constitutional limits we cannot for the pres. 
yn| make any move as we must pay our debt down. 

Ten years from now It Is my considered opinion that we 
would have our bonded debt paid down so thet we might leeue 
9200,000 in voted bends end 1479,000 In Revenue Bonds or a 
tptel of $675,000. At the end of 12 years this combined figure 



of voted and Revenue Bonds would increase our potential to 
$735,000 either of which would allow us to move out and com. 
plete the majority of the proposed recommendations. 

Our most pressing need for the present is to operate the 
Hazard High School with the space available until such time as 
it can be replaced. This building built in 1924 is inadequate for 
our present program and is badly overcrowded. All space is 
being used and acting on the recommendation of the State 
Department and the Southern Association a staggered schedule 
was instituted this year to make more classroom space available. 

Finally to take a look at equipment needs that should be 
done as fast as the money becomes available. 

(1) To continue the projects under N.D.EA. (50 pet. supple, 
ment government) to provide more visual aids such as over, 
head projectors, strip film projectors and films, opaque project, 
ors, screens, tapes, globes and maps: Under a new section of the 
N.D.E A. law this use of equipment can be expanded into the 
areas of English and Social Studies. 

(2) A new biology science laboratory in the high school, 
more science laboratories in the elementary school. (This can 
also be done under the N.D.E A. Law.) 

(3) More books for central libraries and room libraries. 
(The library is the heart of the school.) 

(4) As most of you know, the implementation of the State 
educational T V. network is just around the corner. It will 
behoove us to as fast as possible get the 1. necessary lines 
and equipment, antennas and power equipment placed in our 
building. 2. Acquire T V. Console Sets and make studies of the 
areas we have that could be used for T.V. even if s,oime re. 
modeling was necessary. 

This project could be accomplished through a joint effort 
by the Board, the N.D.E A., PTA Groups and Civic Groups. 

None of these recommendations on buildings and equip, 
ment covers all our needs, but does point up the fact that we 
du have plans that cannot all be done at once and then 
only as the local patrons furnish the support. 

As you will notice, 1 have confined myself to a discussion 
of physical facilites and equipment and remind you that we 
are also moving ahead in all other areas tlvat pertain to good 
instruction. 

We have made progress and look to the future with con. 
fldence. We thank you, the citizens of the district for your 
unified support and hope we may continue to deserve it. 

It is my hope you can visit our schools this week or any. 
time that you care to see your schools in operation.
